No rings 
or jowolry were found on them, and 
tho only property they possessed be- 
sides their clothes was the sum of 
forty-seven kreutzers (three and a half 
centimes each) in tho mothers' purse.

Tho Local Covernmentnotto be 
Trusted i 



The London Morning Poft says:— There 
can ba no doubt that British Columbia 
has been badly treated. Tho formation 
of tho great railway from tho Pacitio to 
the eastern provinces of Canada is for 
British Columbia a matter of surpassing 
importance. With this railway it might 
bocomo a flourishing settlement; without 
it there is no prospect but of tho decay 
and st:ignation that havo characterised it 
from it.s foundation. The railway would 
bring British Columbia into tho shortest 
and most diri'ct r()nto from Europe to 
Chiiii and Japan; and it would, moro- 
ov«ir be the means of ojiening up the im- 
mense fertile bolt lying between British 
Columbia and Manitoba. Tho great in- 
ducement to British Columbia to enter 
the Dominion was tho engagement that 
this railway should bo constructed with- 
in ton yours from the dato of the union. 
But the railway having been made tbe 
battle ground of parties in Canada, valu- 
able timo has been lost, and it is now held 
by tho present Canadian Government that 
it would bo simply impossible to build 
tlie lino by the stated time. The people of 
Britisli. Columhin admit litis, and that they 
must perforce su->inil to .sowe RELAXA- 
TION OF THE TERMS OF UNION. 
But they contend that tliey should get the 
best terms that it is possible to give them ; 
and their oxen dorrrnmcnt has somehow or 
other in.-ipireJ them xcith dislriisl instead of 
coiijidence. Nor is it to be denied that in 
tlio uftorances of tlie Canadian Oovern- 
meut tho people of British Columbia have 
much cause for uneasiness. Tho pro- 
gramme sketched out by Mr. Mackenzie, 
soon after his necossion to ollico, was 
enough to create the most gerious alarm 
in British Coluuibia. It amounted to a 
proposal to mako two or three seotions of 
tlio lino, leaving tlie question of a com- 
plete thorough route an open and indefi- 
nite ciuestion for tho future. Holdincr 
such views as those tho Govornmentof Ca~ 
iKuia lUiiy well be mistrusted by British 
C'olnuiliia. It ii no wonder that there is 
so uincli anxiety as to what may havo b««n 
proposed asan ultimatum. Tlie question 
at issue affects tho whole future well be- 
iui.f of the settlement, and in such a man- 
tcr it behoves and it is right for tho peo- 
ple to look sharply after their own inter- 
mits. 

It would seem, however, that tho Bri- 
tish Governmout ought not to leave Bri- 
tish Columbia to deal single-handed with 
Canada in this affair. The Imperial G-ov- 
ernment agreed to and sanctioned the 
union of British Columbia to Canada, but 
only upon tho terms wliicli is now sought 
to chang(>. Tho Imperial guaraiitoo for a 
portion of the funds for tho railway was 
promised on tlie oenditions which it is 
now sought to modify. And this particu- 
lar settlement, as having been started 
into existence by a former Consorvstivo 
Government, has strong claims for i)ro- 
tdctioii on the i)rosont Crovernraeut. Nei- 
ther British Columbia nor its friends 
claim that tho railway should bo complet- 
ed by 1881, for that, however possible 
it might once have been, is not possible. 
But what thev do contend for is that tho 
railway should be begun withont any 
further delay tlian may bo indispensable 
for the j,ropaiation of tho jilans and con- 
tracts, aiul that the construction of tho 
line should be proceeded with as fast as 
eirounistauces will allow of. Surely Bri- 
tish Columbia may look to the Imperial 
Go>ernment to procure such terms for 
hor. Bnd in the minor matters relating 
to somo compensation by Canada to Bri- 
tiiih t"oluiid)ia for tho (iisajipointment and 
loss incurred, care ought seemingly to bo 
taken that tlie [jrovince is not virtually 
forced to accept terms that it disajiprovos 
In faot, the vigilance of tho Homo Gov- 
ernment is required to prevent as far as 
possible an injury being inflicted on n 
very distant and almost powerless colony, 
.fudging by the past wo sliould supposo 
that Lord Carnarvon would bo well in- 
clined himsolf to BOO that full justice is 
done British Columbia. And wo trust 
tliat he is directing his attention to the 
allairs of that remote region, whicdi, as 
wo have frequently shown before, m.ay 
havo an immeuso importance not only for 
Canada but for Great Britain.

Europe. 

London, July 27. — A landslide at Alar- 
ran Navarre, Spain, destroyed the vil- 
lage.

There is report hero that tho Car- 
lists hive again been beaten by Republi- 
can troops and sustained very heavy los- 
ses. Two companies of Carliste who re- 
fused to surrender wore cut to piooes. 

London, July 28. —Tho steamer Mil- 
bank from Carthngena for Sunderland, 
England, sunk oflfDungenesB, by colli- 
sion with tho steamer Hankow. Fifteen of 
tho lililbank's crew were lost. 

Liverpool, July 28— A largo firo has 
just broken out, which threatened tho 
whole Princess Dock Landing. Still, tbero 
is no immediate danger to shipping in tho 
dock.

The Graphic 
Bays the document v/ill lio a very jjower- 
ful ond startling one. and will make sonio 
oonfoBsions which will create as grcatsur- 
prise as did Tilton'snow famous presenta- 
tion of his alleged personal grievances. 
Beecher will acknowledge that since the 
beginning of his ministry he has been be- 
set by letters addressed to him from wo- 
men, oxijrosaing great jiersoual admira- 
tion, indeed, of iiim as a man and minis- 
ter. He will show that communica'ions 
of this nature are constantly received by 
every noted man in the community, and 
that it is a special annoyance of clergy- 
men, poets and actors to be recipients of 
these abnormal demonstrations. After a 
general statement, 5Ir. Beecher will al- 
lude to the case of Mrs. Tilton, who, it 
sacms, conceived for him a most extrava- 
gant passion. Knowing the lady from 
her childhood, having married her to her 
husband, and having been on terms of 
oloso relationship with both, he was led 
by a strange infatuation to submit to her 
blandishments and an intimacy was form- 
ed which, while it was (not?) crimi- 
nal was reprehensible, or at least put 
him in a position which made him seem 
to do a great wrong to Tilton. He will 
confess that both he and Mrs. Tilton were 
very emotional and given to exaggeration 
in sentiment, and that tho correspondence 
between them was not wliat sliould have 
existed between a pastor and a lady, and 
that lady tho wife of his friend. But tbe 
peculiarity of the case was that Mrs. Til- 
ton complained bitterly of her husband's 
solf-sutliciency, want of kindness to her, 
and possible infidelity, and sho looked up 
to Mr. Beecher for thatafi'ection and sym- 
pathy which she failed to liud at home. 
Beecher will acknowledge that lie was 
tried with temptation, that ho allowed 
kindness and expressions of sympathy 
and tenderness by Mrs. Tilton, and that 
ho reciprocated them to a great extent, so 
much BO that that while not actually guil- 
ty of any wrong to 'J'ilton ho so far com- 
promised bimsidf and tho lady ns to ren- 
der necessary, as it appf^aroil to his mind, 
tho letters which ho subsequently wroto 
to Mr. Moulton and to Mr. Tiltmi, luun- 
bling himself lieforo the latter as before 
God, for his extravagant demonstration 
of affection for the wife lA his friend. 

PiTTsiiunci, July '27. — A most destruc- 
tive storm occurred here last night and in 
Alleghany City.

The bodies of Jos- 
eph and Ldiiis Sphu<^pperl at^ chil- 
dren, Hubbler onVl'wife' 'Pox and wife 
will be buried in tbe Cf^metery. Measures 
will bo tak<»n to jirocnrc a decent inter- 
ment for all tho victims Excavations aro 
going on for four childron at Butler';- 
Run. Fivo bodies havo been taken out 
to-day, but none of them have yet been 
identified.
